URGES AMERICA - 
TO SPEED ROAD 
CONSTRUCTION 


Survey Shows Work Is 


Now Too Slow. 
The rapid increase in American au- 


tomobile registration is confronting | 


the country with the necessity of 
greatly accelerating its good roads pro- 

gram. Unless this is done serious trat- 
wang congestion may develop upon” a 
wide scale within a few years. 


There are now 23,000,000 automo- | 


biles registered in this country, an av- 


erage of almost one car to each fam-| 


ily. Registrations probably will reach 
30,000,000 in less than five years. 
The aggregate mileage of roads in 


the country is 3,000,000 miles, of 
which the total of surfaced roads, out- 
side of city streets, is only 600,000 


miles. If all of the 23,000,000 cars in| 


use in 1928 were placed end to end on 

the surfaced roads, it would allow ap- 

proximately 45 yards for each vehicle. 
Hampers Motor Trafiic. 

In a current survey of the high- 
ways situation the Union Trust com- 
pany, Cleveland, in its business maga- 
zine, Trade Winds, says: 

“The situation is even more serious 
when it is taken into considerdtion 
that the 600,000 miles of surfaced 
roads include much mileage that is not 
in satisfactory condition. As a matter 
of fact, unless good highways are rap- 
idly pushed in accordancé with a com- 
prehensive intelligent plan the ef-. 
ficient use automotive equipment 


will be severely hampered. 


“In 1904, when the automobile was 


still in its infancy, expenditures for 


all highways outside of cities were just 
under $60,000,000.

INERTIA PEEVES 

Chicago, Feb. 22.—I wish to com- 

mend your reference to Cicero avenue, 
a bridge for which over the canal was 
built by the sanitary district. This is 
the only means of crossing the canal 
north and south between Kedzie ave- 
nue and Summit, a distance of over 
six miles. Despite this Cicero avenue 
is not payed north of 63d street. The 
county is paving the west 20 feet of 
Cicero avenue from 63d to 39th street. 
However, when the county’s part is 
paved the slab will be inadequate for 
traffic within six months. The city 
also is to put down 20 feet, but cannot 
act until the street is widened. Three- 
quarters of it is now 100 feet wide and 
the balance 66 feet. The widening 
ordinance for the balance was passed 
in January, 1927, but so far rolls have 
not been spread. 
. Another defect in this street is the 
fact that the Santa Fé subway at the 
bridge clears by only 11 feet when it 
should be 14 for street cars and heavy 
trucks. The Santa Fé cannot build the 
14 foot clearance until] they have 17 
feet additional property on the north 
side of their right of way. This land 
is owned by the sanitary district and 
the road is willing to buy it.

RAILROADS GIVEN A PIECE OF 
HIS MIND. 

Chicago, Feb. 22.—What has be 
come of the plan to dig Michigan ave- 
nue out of under the railroad tracks 
at 63d street? That one mess of 
tracks is the only obstacte in a street 
that runs frém Milwaukee to Mobile.

Same form as the Lombardy” poplar, 
but, not quite so slender. It gets its 
name from Moline, IIL, where the 
parent tree, now some 25 years old, is 
vigorous and thrifty, under adverse 
conditions, in fact a young tree, some 
60 feet tall. 

This elm hes the same habit of 
perpendicular branches as the Italian 
cypress, and with ‘it similar landscape 
architectural effects can be had in sum- 
mer. The leaves are the largest of 
any elm. It seems to-be a rule with 
elms that the larjyer the leaves the 
fewer the seeds, and with the Moline 
elm apparently the tree never bears 
seeds, 


Holds Leaves Longer. 

Some trees shed leaves in August 
and others hold their foliage until No- 
vember. This is not satisfactory when 
trees are used to line a road or street. 
A selected type of the American elm 
can ‘now be had in grafted trees.’ The 
Moline elm of necessity is also grafted 
or budded. Thus they are uniform, 
as are fruit trees, which are produced 
jn just the same way. The Moline elm 
holds its leaves weeks after the com- 
mon elm. . 

The late Luther Burbank was much 
interested in the Moline elm. He said 
that it was the “ peerless ornamental.” 
Dr. C. S. Sargent, for more than forty 
years in charge of the Arnold Arbore- 
tum, Harvard university, said that the 
Moline elm “should prove especially 
valuable as a street or roadside tree.” 

It has been claimed that in the mid- 
dle west, a good windbreak around a 
set of farm buildings in effect moves 
that farm something like fifty miles 
south as to saving in feed for livestock, 
fuel, and general comfort in winter. 

The summer protection has not been 
studied, but the cost of trees border- 
ing a concrete highway might soon 
be paid for in reduced upkeep. Such 
trees should be planted close _ to- 
gether. At a rod apart--16% feet—it 
takes about 600 trees to the mile for 
one row on both sides of the road. 
In exposed places, low growing trees 
or shrubs could be planted, thus mak- 
ing a real wall of woods, which will 
deflate the wind, give shade and act 
as a snow barrier in winter. 


_ Will Hold Down Taxes. 


Nothing pays like the planting of 
trees, but tree planting along high- 
ways to reduce upkeep costs in still 
another profit, and a new one of the 
direct dollars and cents kind that 
should appeal to every tax payer, be- 
‘cause more and more of the tax money 
is going into hard highways and more 
and more of the highway expense has 
to go towards keeping roads in repair. 

The planting of tall growing walis 
of trees along highways will help re- 
lieve this tremendous burden to agri- 
culture. In many cases taxes have 
practically absorbed farm earnings in 
years of low farm returns. The cost 
of highway upkeep is a constantly in- 

creasing part of taxes. Tree lined 
highways would also be splendid land- 
marks for airplane pilots, where the 
roads are tree bordéred for miles

The ace spent the night quietly with old com- 
rades, who were attached to headquarters and 
whom he had quite openly pitied as poor “ink 
spillers”” whose duties deprived them of “ half the 
fun of war.” 

The next morning he waited in the anteroom 
of Field Marshal von Hindenburg. Here was the 
German brain center of the war. 


Richthofen was warmly received by the marshal, 


whose manner was as much fatherly as military. 
Only commonplace greetings and salutations passed 
between them, but Von Hindenburg notified him 
that the emperor had learned that that day, May 
2, was Richthofen’s twenty-fifth birthday. He was 
commanded to lunch with his majesty. | 
Wilhelm II. was playful and dignified by turns. 


With bis keen eyes he measured ace from head . 


to foot, missing no part of the well worn uhlan’s 
tunic, riding breeches, and leather puttees that 
seemed rather out of place among the well pressed 
uniforms and brilliantly polished boots and leather 
accouterments of thé emperor’s household. 
The monarch poked him in the rib with his 
thumb and remarked that he was looking fat and 
gay. He congratulated him upon his successes in 
the air and upon his twenty-fifth anniversary, ex- 
ing the hope that he would live to more than

_ double both his birthdays and his air victories. . 


As they left the table, two orderlies entered the 
room carrying a heavy bronze and marble bust of 
Germany’s war lord in full martial array, from 
bristling mustaches to golden helmet. 


It was the birthday present from the monarch — 


to Germany’s greatest individual champion. It 
occupies a prominent place today in the drawing 
room of Mother Richthofen’s home in Schweidnitz. 

That night the young uhlan was the guest of 
honor at a dinner given by Hindenburg. He sat 
on the right of the marshal at a table around 
which were seated no less than eight knights wear- 
ing the star of the order Pour le Merite. <i 

Hindenburg addressed his birthday felicitations 
to the ace in a warmly worded speech. ; 

“ Now, tell me, Richthofen,” the marshal 
in his characteristically low voice, “ have you ever 
been a cadet?” | | 
“Twas a cadet at Wablistatt, sir,” the ace replied, 
and, in answer to further questions, related that 
he had begun his military career in room six in the 
barracks of that school. 

Hindenburg smiled broadly and observed: 

“Good. I also began my life playing soldier in 
room six at Wahlistatt.” 

On the following day, the ace, piloted by Krefft, 
flew from Kreuznach to the country place where 
the kaiserin was staying, not an hour’s flight from 
general headquarters. 

Her majesty had commanded hitn to report to 
her, and her desire to see the new hero of the 
fatherland was so keen that she waited for his ar- 
rival at the private airdrome on the estate. 


Richthofen apologized for the old leather jacket — 


he wore, but explained that it was part of the 
equipment that he had used in his air combats at 
the front. ; 

The empress examined the coat carefully and 
then passed her hand over the worn leather sleeves 
that had become somewhat thin at the elbows.

In his forest retreat, 
with his dogs and guns, 
Richthofen did not know 
when he wrote the above 
letter that Lothar was 
lying close to death in a 
hospital. The younger brother had been brought to 
earth by an English bullet as easily as the elder 
brother had been knocking down pheasants. 


T must be remembered that rivalry as well as 
love existed between the two brothers. Man- 
fred’s schooling had been that of the professional 

soldier in the cadet corps. Lothar had been trained 
fm the world in the high school at Schweidnits. 

This schooling made it possible for him to enter 
the army at the beginning of the war as a fahnen- 
junker—a soldier of the ranks who is a 
for a commission, 

He was assigned to the 4th regiment of dragoons 
at Luben and reached the western front before 
Manfred, a fact which caused the elder brother 
some concern. 

Lothar’s dragoons vied with the ublans in daring 
patrol exploits that blazed the way for the Ger- 
man advance on Paris in 1914. It is even said that 
Lothar was one of the party that approached so 
close to the French capital that they were able 
to see the top of the Eiffel tower. 

Lothar suffered much the same as Manfred from 
the mud and infantry life of the stabilized war- 
fare that dragged through 1915. Having followed 
his brother into a mounted organigation, he again 
acted on Manfred’s example and transferred to the 
flying service in the winter of 1916-'17. 

The younger brother was the taller. He gener- 
ally carried a riding crop, either tucked under the 
left armpit or grasped in the right hand and used 
for rapping the right boot leg smartly. It was the 
mannerism of the mounted corps, and with Lothar 
it became an easy habit. 

He openly admired every attractive girl. Girls 
could make Manfred blush with one tender glance. 
Lothar made women feel not unpleasantly uncom- 
fortable when he looked at them. 

Lothar wis just as much of a killer as his elder 
brother, but he was a “ lady killer” also, something 
that Manfred decidedly was not, 

Where Manfred was modestly retiring, not 
through an absence of pride, but on account of a 
great self-consciousness, his younger brother was 
socially forward, gay, debonair, always at ease, and 
as ready for a battle of the lighter emotions as he 
was for a death duel in the clouds. 

He liked women, wine, and war, and was not 
backward in acknowledging his complete absorp- 
tion in that ticklish trinity. He could drink, flirt, 


and fight. He figured it was not only the best war he 


had ever been in, but the happiest period of his life. 
He was well aware that it might come to an 
abrupt end at any minute, but frauleins and flagons 


were pleasant anodyne for such thoughts. Besides, 


he enjoyed the happy lenitive of superstition. 

He always flew with a talisman. At first it wae 
the riding-crop that had been with him in the 
dragoons. He believed that to fly without it in- 
creased the chances against him. Three times when 
he had left it behind he encountered additional 
difficulties. 

Graduating from the bombing service, Lothar at- 
tained the peak of his desirés early in 1917, when. 
after his first solo flights, he became a member of 
his famous brother's fighting unit. He inheri 
one of Manfred’s former planes in which the 
had gained ten victories. 

As a new talisman to replace the old riding-crop 
the fledgling received a pair of old fur gloves trom 
his brother.

From an altitude of 6,000 feet, young Richthofen 
dived to attack an English flyer, who, at 3,000 feet, 
was making frequent dives upon German infantry 
and spraying them with machine gun lead, 

The British infantry: flyer accepted combat with 

the fast German fighting plane, and Lothar found 
that he was.up against an opponent who was ready 
to hold his ground. 
_ Every time he approached his enemy from the 
rear, the English observer sent forth a stream of 
lead from his rear machine gun. Attacks from the 
front were met with equally warm receptions. 

Almenroeder joined his fellow officer and down 
came the rest of the red Albatross unit. Then 
other English planes descended from above. In 
less than five minutes a general dog fight was on 
at an unusually low altitude. The sudden’ burst 
of air fury almost stopped the battle on the ground. 

At times the battle swung back of Vimy Ridge, 
now in the hands of the English, and again it was 
carried on the wind back of the German lines. 
Planes went down on both sides—some like dead 
flies, some like falling firebrands, 

Lothar and Lady Luck were hard pressed. He 
found himself with a particularly speedy English- 
man hatiging close on his tail and literally blister- 
ing it with hot lead. He failed to recognize the 
terrain below and for the‘'moment did not know 
whether or not he was behind his own lines. / 

Twist and swerve as he might, the Englishman 
hung on and pumped lead. ’ Lothar saw the splash 
of bullets on the motor in front of him and saw 
the splinters fly up from the woodwork of the in- 
strument board. Then came a sharp’ pain through 
the hip, and a stream of warm liquid flowed down 
his right leg. 


Below was a meadow. He headed for it. He 


looked down at his leg, saw his own blood, and 
fainted. The red Alb&tross, speeding at over 100 
miles an hour and hardly 1,000 feet in the air, 
plunged earthward with its unconscious pilot 
strapped in the seat. 

Lothar’s lucky star landed the machine safely. 
How, the wounded the man never knew, because 
everything remained a blank until he awoke in a 
field hospital with no other injury than the bullet 
shattered hip. 

As a result of the fight, he was given credit for 
his twenty-second victory, and the downed English 
plane designated as his particular victim was that 
of Capt. Albert Ball, the leading British ace. 


T is rather well substantiated that Ball was 
killed in the same general fight in which Lothar 
escaped with a wound, but there are serious 
unds for doubting that a bullet from the 


“younger Richthofen’s guns passed through the head. 


of the famous English ace and sent him crashing 
to earth. 

There is a strong probability that Ball received 
his death blow in the general air scrimmage instead 
of in a single duel, and that the German pilot who 
killed him lost his life in the same fight, with the 
result that no one claimed to have downed the 
English youth. Accordingly, credit for it was given 
to the disabled Richthofen, 

Ball was the idol of the British flying service. 

“He was the most daring, skillful, and successful 
pilot the Royal Flying corps ever had,” is the opin- 
ion of Air Chief Marshal Hugh Trenchard, the 
present head of the British air force. 

Like the elder Richthofen, his victories had 
passed the half-century mark, and his country had 
acclaimed him the greatest flyer of the war and 
covered him with honors. He wore the Victoria 
cross, the medal of the Distinguished Service Order, 
and the Military cross. 

There is no English account of Ball's last fight. 


If any of his flying mates saw him go down, they 


did not recognize his plane. 

He was reported missing that night, and several 
days later the Germans dropped a note which 
seems, for once at least, to have permitted a 
personal pride and exultation to replace the respect 
that was generally expressed for a fallen foe whose 
gallantry was acknowluiged. The note read: 

‘“ PF. FP. C. Captain Ball was brought down in a 
fight in the air on May 7, 1917, by a pilot who was 
of the same order as himself.

The third figure of our sketch shows the velveteen coat 
that is shown by one of Paris’ greatest couturiers for formal 
wear in the first days of spring. This model from Louis? 
boulanger is made of shadow striped vesveveen, the tones 
ranging from the deepest of sapphire blue to a soft grayish 
blue. Being an afternoon wrap, it is trimmed with fur, and 
Louiseboulanger has chosen chinchilla, which tones in 
charmingly with the grayish blue of the lighter stripes in 
the fabric.

As to coat lengths for springtime, they tend to run to 
extremes. That is, coats are generally full length, or they 
are cut off at the hips, although a few three-quarter length 
oats are being shown. From present forecasts in Paris the 
popularity of the short jacket as the wrap-end of the 
ensemble will be even greater this spring than last. A 
novelty in this type of jacket is the fitted coatee made of 


corduroy, which may be worn with a variety of frocks. 


The fourth figare of our sketch shows one of these 
corduroy jacket ensembles from Beer. The frock is made 
of black crépe satin, with a long bodice softly moulded to 
the figure and a skirt that is both plaited and circular across 
the front, the hemline being longer there than in back. The 
corduroy jacket is rose-beige in color, fitted loosely and 
fastened with a buckle at the base of the surplice closing. 
The line of the jacket is saved from severity by the intro- 
duction of a bolero back, and by the slight draping in front 
where the buckle holds it in place. The cuffs are attached 
by beige bone buttons simulating cuff links. This ensemble 
is rather for general wear than for sports. 

Our second figure shows the sports suit of velveteen, the 
model coming from Philippe et Gaston. This is one of the 
many smart two piece sports suits that Paris is showing 
for spring. The effect is that of a tailleur, but the waist and 
skirt. being attached, it is actually a frock and jacket.

A secondary and equally important 
cause is the insane desire for a boyish 
appearance, intentional undernourish- 
ment, the fear that in spite of a good 
appetite a good mea] will produce 
overweight. To the undermining in- 
fluence of flimsy dress and undernour- 
ishment is added a good dea! of hight 
life, in many.instances. Late dancing 
parties after a hard day’s work cause 
insufficient sleep. The habit of exces- 
sive. cigaret smoking and sometimes 
even of imbibing bad liquor is included 
in the night life.” 

Can't Stand the Strain. 

. Dr. Mary Crawford, medical director

stitution in the world, has a 
much smaller student enrollment than 
the scholastic cities known as Amer- 
ican universities. The university 
year book for 1928, just issued, gives 
the number of undergraduates as 
6,053, the matriculation for this year 
being 1,503. 

Unlike American universities, how- 
ever, the proportion of women stu- 
dents is small, the enrollment being 
divided into 5,126 men and 927 women, 
which means women form less than 
20 per cent of the whole student body.

But in this case a king led original- 
ly did not show number; it might have 
been led either from a suit of four or 
from one of five cards. But declarer, 
after discovering that west originally 
had four clubs in addition to four 
spades and long diamonds, was able 
to find out to within one card the 
length of the diamond suit, after 
which, by the lead of the king of 
hearts, he was able to eliminate any 
danger from the one possible heart in 
west’s hand.
